"Efui"ﬁ' the Bonds.

A correspondent of the Rochester Union and
Advertiscr give the following account of the expe-
rience of a gang of negrocs who were employed by
o “certain abolition ex-Colonel” to go North hud
worl for him :

This loyal hero of abolitioniem, of which ﬂ!{!
Republican party is well replenished, prior to his
returning home, goes to Richmond, and, with flat-
tering tongue, persnades one hundred and soven
colored men to return homo with him, saying to
them, U will pay your transportation, and after your
arrival will furnish you work, with plenty to eat
and good pay, with the understanding that cach
was Fo pay his fare in work to the said Colonel.

He arrived with them a week or two ago, and
immedintely commenced operations by lnlmlg{hcm
up above Montezuma a short distance to ent cord
wood. The Colonel was to give cach man one dol-
Inr per day and board, Thoy began to chop, and
the Colonel to furnish rations, consisting of un-
bolted corn meal ond mackerel, dividing one
mackerel between six and sometimes eight men,
which was hardly enough to sustain life—maling
a rule, also, that these who found fanult or com-

lained of their rations shounld have their thumbs
{‘icd together bLehind them, and their feet anlso
Lound or tied, and then made to lic on the ground
1wo hours on their back, which penalty some of
them had to undergo.

They were provided with the “terra firma® on
which to repose their weary limbs after n hard
day's labor, with stnkos driven into the ground
and boughs thrown ouer for covering, and many
were compelled to lie in the corner of fences. In
this wm* t a{npnwuml two or three days, and finally
they determined to kill the Colonel for theill treat-
ment they had received at his hands, for they were
starving to death; but they were told the conse-
quences by some one in the vicinity, shonld they
kill the Colone), and finelly gave it up. All but
elght or ten have left him, and are now roaming
through the country, depending upon the charity
of the Penpln for their sustenance.

The nresolng focts I received yesterday from onc
whom the Colonel branght from Richmond. He also
told me that he was forced to lay onhis back for two
hours by the said Colonel,. merely for asking for
more food. Theee facls are also corroborated by
individoals who have been there themselves,
Ho stated that he fared far botter when he was o
slave, for then he had plenty to eat and a com-
fortable place to sleep. He farther stotes that as
oon as ho could collect enough money he shonld
return pgain to his master,
